My. H. N, Pope, of Texas, “President of the Associa-
tion of State Farmers' Union Presidents,” favors protee-
tion on all agricultural produets, declaring the present
and all systems of tariff ave “hyphenated.” He says:
“Cotton is our only agricultural produet that cannot be
helped by a tariff as it has to be sold on a free market
while everything the cotton grower buys he buys in a pro-
tected market.,”

Myr. Pope is mistaken about cotton being the only
agricultural product that eannot be helped by a tavifl.
Wheat has had a taviff placed on it but it did not protect
it in any sense because we exported wheat all the time
and important only wheat needed for seed which was thus
made higher for the farmer. The great mass of agricul-
tural products arve not in competition with those of any
other country so far as local markets are concerned, the
price being fixed by the laws of supply and demand, and
1o country eould ship them here unless in case of a fail-
ure of crops which placed the price so high that that
product could for a short time be sent here with a profit.

The gentleman also says that cotton eannot be pro-
tected by a taviff law and so asks that it be proteeted by a
minimum loan law empowering the Federal Resenve
Board to fix and proteet a 12-cent-a-pound minimum loan,
price on cotton. This would be the same as the govern-
ment guaranteeing a price of 12 cents a pound. If cotton
gold in the foreign markets for less than that sum the
government would have to make good the difference. This
would be a good thing for the cotfon grower; but how
long wonld it be with this system once adopted hefore the
same thing would be asked bythe wheat grower with just]
as much reason and right? It would necessavily follow
that all other agricultural products would be placed on

At the same time Mr. Pope is corvect in one thing and
that is that the tariff should not be “hyphenated,” but be
applied to all products—or none. As Mr. Pope says of
cotton, so is it about all agrieultural produets., The manu-
facturers have been protected but the farmers never,
Under the tariff system they cannot be protected, and if
it is right to protect certain industries, then some system
should be devised by which all should share in the rake
off. The only difference between the tariff system and
that proposed by Mr. Pope is that under the tariff the
manufacturer collects his own bonus, while under M|
